During the year there have been added to the library by pur- 
chase, 56 volumes, making the total number now, 814. ‘This 
does not include many publications received from the State, 
which owing to limited room have never been shelved nor 
catalogued. All the books have been accounted for. It is, 
perhaps, a remarkable fact that since the starting of the libra- 
ry but one has been lost. To replace worn out books, 10 new 
ones must be purchased this spring; 13 volumes need _ re-bind- 
ing. The appropriation of last spring is sufficient to meet 
the expense. 

The whole number of books taken has been 2,797; number 
of patrons, 160. Largest number of books taken by one per- 
son, 64. Largest num er by one family, 128. Average char- 
ges per day, 26.
